THE NATIONAL BANK 
MR. J. B. MEERS’S SPEECH. 


The annual general meeting of the Nationa] Bank Limited was 
held on January 28 at 13, Old Broad Street, London, E.C. 

Mr. J. B. Meers, C.B. (chairman of the bank), presiding, 
said :— 

We will now briefly analyse the figures in the balance sheet 
and compare the items with those placed before you 12 months 
ago. Our paid-up capital remains the same at £1,500,000, but 
there is an important change in our reserve fund. You will 
notice that it now stands at £1,000,000 as a result of a transfer 
therefrom of £485,000 for the purpose of providing against 
depreciation in our gilt-edged securities. 

‘Notes in circulation’’ show a decrease of £40,000. Our 
deposits are up by some £694,000, which is a very satisfactory 
feature. ‘There is practically no change in our total of accept- 
ances, £23,000. 

Turning to the “‘ assets ’’ side, it will be seen that our ‘‘ cash 
on hand ’’ shows an increase of £672,000, with ‘‘ money at call, 
etc.’ lower by £327,000. Our investments in Government stocks 
are up by £43,000, while ‘‘ corporation and other investments ”’ 
are up by £19,000. Our advances are less by £654,000, but bills 
discounted are £445,000 higher. Bank premises show a reduction 
of £16,000. From the totals it will be seen that our aggregate 
means are £40,891,000, and the proportion of our liquid assets 
to our liabilities to the public payable on demand is 57.7 per cent. 

We now take the profit and loss account. We propose to pay 
the usual dividend of 14 per cent., less tax, and we transfer 
£15,000 to the reserve, thus bringing that fund up to £1,015,000, 
and we add £10,000 to contingencies account. All bad and 
doubtful debts have been fully provided for. 


WAR DEBTS AND REPARATIONS 


The present state of the world is common knowledge. On 
several occasions during the past five years, when addressing you, 
it has been pointed out that there could not be any revival 
towards general prosperity until the war debts settlements were 
revised, and finally dealt with. The troubles of the majority 
of nations can, of course, be traced directly to the effects of the 
Great War; depleted resources; inflation ; over-production ; sell- 
ing under cost of production ; over-borrowing for non-productive 
purposes, and last, but not least, high tariffs, and until these 
vexed questions have been dealt with we shall not be able to 
return to normal conditions. 

It is to be regretted that the oft-repeated warnings of bankers 
were not paid more attention to in the proper quarters ; and that 
recently a ridiculous belief—now happily subsided—manifested 
itself that banks were rather to blame for the present conditions. 
It cannot be too widely known that banks cannot be prosperous if 
the country in which they are operating is not prosperous, and 
that the policy‘ef every bank, without exception, is in its own 
interests—apart from patriotic considerations—to strain every 
nerve to achieve that end, as far as lies in its power. 

As is usual, I will now briefly review conditions in the sister 
iske—Ireland—in which, as you are aware, we are so closely 
interested. The coincidence of a further inclement season with 
the general economic depression has had its inevitable effect upon 
the Irish farming community during the past year, and trade 
generally throughout the country has been adversely affected in 
consequence.

IRELAND—THE CATTLE TRADE 


The cattle trade, for which the year opened hopefully, col- 
lapsed badly in later months, prices dropping to levels that re- 
turned little or no profit, and graziers, who suffered particularly, 
have been forced to approach the New Year with caution, thus 
bringing about a decline in the demand for grazing land. Sheep 
were definitely unremunerative, and no improvement in the wool 
market has manifested itself. A note of liveliness has been re- 
stored to the pig trade by the recent Tariff Order, prior to which 
slump conditions prevailed. While it is perhaps early to antici- 
pate the influence of the tariff, it may be welcomed as tending 
to conserve stocks which, though well maintained, were threat- 
ened with depletion under pre-tariff conditions. 


DAIRY FARMING AND FISHING 


Dairy farming, which was much depressed earlier in the year, 
thowed improvement later. Milk yields were maintained up to 
a we season, with an improvement in commodity prices 
generally. 

Signs “of revival are still regrettably absent in the fishing in- 
dustry, but kelp and carrageen are giving employment to in- 
ceasing numbers at not unfavourable returns.. Small-scale in- 
dustries throughout the country would appear to be holding their 
own, and in some cases giving increased employment, but the 
larger industries concentrated mainly in Northern Ireland are 
stl coming the effects of the unprecedented depression in ‘world 
markets. 

The tourist season was disappointing, being much below ex- 
pectations, due to bad weather and the general depression, but 
the coming season is confidently expected to bring a fresh 
1. and to inaugurate a new era in Irish tourist develop- 
ment, 

The report: and accounts were unanimously adopted.

In comparison with the dollar, the rates in New York 
showed the Swiss franc to be at a premium of about 
1 per cent. throughout January. On January 28 French 
francs, belgas and Dutch florins were at a slight 
premium, whilst the reichsmark was at a small dis- 
count. The lira weakened in terms of dollars to a 
discount of about 44 per cent. The pound was quoted 
on January 28 at nearly 29 per cent. discount, and the 
Danish crown at the same figure. The Norwegian crown 
was quoted more unfavourably in dollars than the 
pound sterling (viz., at a discount of 29-6 per cent.), 
and the Swedish crown rather more favourably (viz., 
at a discount of 27-6 per cent.). 

The peseta and Argentine peso exchange rates in 
New York were practically unchanged throughout 
January, the value of those currencies being about 43 
and 61 per cent. respectively of gold parity on 
January 28.

WHEAT, BACON AND BUTTER 


The manner in which the tables showing the countries 
whence particular goods are imported are prepured 
varies considerably in the records published by different 
countries. With a view to securing information that 
would throw light on the consequent divergencies in 
these records, and on the possibility of greater uni- 
formity in practice, there was included in the provisions 
of the Convention Relating to Economic Statistics 
negotiated at Geneva in December, 1928, a requirement 
that each country adhering to the Convention should 
prepare, for a number of articles selected by itself, par- 
ticulars of imports classified, so far as relates to the 
countries from which imports were received, according 
to three different principles. Similar particulars of 
selected exports were also required. On the special 
forms of entry provided for the purpose of securing the 
necessary details of the selected imports, the following 
definitions were shown :— 

(a) The Country of Origin or Production means, in the 
case of natural products, the country where the 
goods were produced, and, in the case of manu- 
factured products, the country where they were 
transformed into the condition in which they 
were imported. Re-packing, sorting and blend- 
ing do not constitute transformation. 

(b) The Country of Purchase is the country in which 
the seller of the goods carries on his business. 

(c) The place whence consigned is not necessarily the 
place of origin, buié it is the place from which 
the goods were procured by the importer, i.e., 
the place of last ownership. 


Importers of the selected articles were required to 
show the country of origin or production, the country of 
purchase, and the place whence the goods were con- 
signed, the latter being the basis of the ordinary trade 
statistics prepared in respect of imports into the United 
Kingdom since 1909. 
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The results of this enquiry, so far as they relate to 
imported articles of food, are shown in the following 
tables, giving particulars of the quantities of wheat, of 
bacon and of butter imported during the year 1931.

MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING IN DECEMBER 
1931, AND IN RECENT QUARTERLY 
PERIODS 


Foreign Trade.—The net tonnage of the vessels that 
arrived at ports of the United Kingdom during Decem- 
ber, 1951, with cargo for discharge at the port of arrival, 
aggregated 6,283,000 tons, a decrease of 315,000 tons, or 
48 per cent, as compared with the corresponding total 
for December, 1930. Among the principal nationalities 
concerned the British tonnage decreased by 178,000 
tons, or 4:1 per cent., the German tonnage by 47,000 
tons, or 22-1 per cent., and the United States tonnage 
by 88,000 tons, or 23-9 per cent., while there were in- 
creases in the tonnage of Norwegian and Dutch vessels 
of 42,000 -tons, or 15-9 per cent., and 28,000 tons, or 


10:3 per cent., respectively. 


About 66 per cent. of the 


net tonnage of the arrivals with cargo was British, both 
in December, 1931, and in December, 1930. 

The net tonnage of vessels that arrived at any port 
without cargo for discharge at that port, recorded as 
m ballast, amounted during the month to 3,016,000 


tons, a decrease of 369,000 tons, or 10-9 per cent. 


The 


tonnage of British vessels decreased by 244,000 tons, or 
122 per cent., Dutch vessels by 55,000 tons, or 23-5 per 
cent., French vessels by 90,000 tons, or 38-1 per cent., 
and United States vessels by 16,000 tons, or 53-3 per 
cent. An increase of 94,000 tons, or 32-5 per cent. was 


recorded in the case of German vessels.

proportion of the arrivals in ballast was 58 per cent. in 
December, 1981, and 59 per cent. in December, 1930. 
Of the total of the British tonnage that arrived in 
December, 1931, 30 per cent. was in ballast, as com- 
pared with 32 per cent. a year earlier. 

The net tonnage of vessels that departed during 
December, 1931, from ports at which they loaded cargo 
lor abroad, aggregated 5,317,000 tons, a decrease of

362,000 tons, or 6:4 per cent., as compared with the 
‘orresponding month of 1980. Decreases were recorded 
lor British vessels of 160,000 tons, or 4:4 per cent., for 
Dutch vessels of 33,000 tons, or 10-9 per cent., for 
French vessels of 85,000 tons, or 31-5 per cent., and for 
vessels belonging to the United States of 27,000 tons, or 
18:5 per cent. The only increase among the principal 
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nationalities was that of 21,000 tons, or 13-1 per cent., 
in respect of Norwegian vessels. Of the tonnage that 
departed with cargo, 66 per cent. was British, compared 
with 64 per cent. in December, 1930. 

The net tonnage of vessels that departed from ports 
at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad, recorded 
as in ballast, amounted during the month to 8,977,000 
tons, an increase of 13,000 tons, or 0-3 per cent., as com- 
pared with December of the previous year. Norwegian 
tonnage increased by 42,000 tons, or 22:3 per cent., 
German tonnage by 75,000 tons, or 22:4 per cent., and 
Dutch tonnage by 31,000 tons, or 16-3 per cent., while 
the tonnage of British and of United States vessels 
decreased by 52,000 tons (2:2 per cent.), and 37,000 
tons (16:1 per cent.), respectively. The British pro- 
portion of the tonnage that departed in ballast was 57 
per cent. in December, 1931, and 59 per cent. a year 
earlier. Of the total of the British tonnage that de- 
parted, 39 per cent. was in ballast, in both December, 
1931, and December, 1930.

The increases at London may be attributed to an 
increase in the size of vessels using the port, the 
number of vessels both arriving and departing having 
been less in December, 1931, than a year earlier. The 
curtailment of the North Atlantic passenger services 
has resulted in considerable reductions at Plymouth 
and Southampton. 


Coasting Trade.—The net tonnage of the arrivals 
and departures with cargo in the coasting trade in- 
creased by 2°4 per cent. (47,000 tons) and 1°9 per cent. 
(37,000 tons) respectively, as compared with Decem- 
ber, 1930. Increases of 2:3 per cent. (48,000 tons) in 
the arrivals and 49 per cent. (102,000 tons) in the 
departures were recorded in respect of the tonnage of 
vessels in ballast.

ForEIGN TRADE—ENTRANCES AND CLEARANCES DURING 
THE Last FIVE QUARTERS 


Tables showing the entrances and clearances of 
vessels at ports of the United Kingdom during each of 
the last five quarterly periods appear on page 156. 
From these tables it will be seen that the total net 
tonnage entered and cleared with cargo in the fourth 
quarter of 1931 was substantially less than in the third 
quarter and was also less than in the corresponding 
quarter of 1950. There was a large increase as com- 
pared with the first quarter of the year, but this, as well 
as the decline from the third quarter, was mainly 
seasonal. It may be noted that while the entrances 
with cargo during last quarter were about 4 per cent. 
less than a year ago, clearances with cargo declined by 
nearly 8 per cent. 


With regard to the principal nationalities shown in 
the returns, there were decreases as compared with the 
December quarter of 1930 in the tonnage of British, 
German, French and United States vessels that entered 
with cargo, while Norwegian and Dutch vessels showed 
substantial increases, the Norwegian tonnage being 
greater than in any of the four preceding quarters.

DRAFT ORDERS-IN-COUNCIL 


Draft Orders-in-Council were laid before Parliament 
on February 2 in pursuance of Section 7 of the Mer- 
chandise Marks Act, 1926, requiring imported goods of 
the following classes and descriptions to bear an indica- 
tion of origin on sale or exposure for sale in the United 
Kingdom :— 

(1) Slider fasteners ; 

(2) Flush pipes of iron or steel, whether galvan- 
ised or not; 

(83) Boots, shoes and slippers made of rubber or 
with rubber soles; rubber overshoes, with or 
without heels ; and rubber footholds. 

The draft Order relating to rubber boots, shoes, etc., 
also requires these goods to bear an indication of 
origin at the time of importation. 

The text of the Draft Orders is reproduced on 
page 176. 


EXCHANGE RESTRICTIONS IN BRAZIL *, 


The Moratorium which became effective on Octo- 
ber 9, 1931, providing a 60 days’ Moratorium cover- 
ing bills and contracts maturing before December 81 
was not continued after the latter date. 

A further Circular was issued by the Brazilian 
Minister of Finance last month superseding those 
issued in October and giving effect to the monopoly of 
the Bank of Brazil for the purchase of export bills.

CZECHOSLOVAK IMPORT AND :.CURRENCY 
RESTRICTIONS 


A Memorandum prepared by the Commercial Secre- 
tary to H.M. Embassy at Prague deals with the new 
requirement that goods as specified in the appendix 
thereto, when consigned to Czechoslovakia, must be 
accompanied by evidence that the importer has 
obtained from the National Bank permission to pay for 
the goods.

EXCHANGE RESTRICTIONS IN GREECE 


In making application for foreign exchange, it has 
hitherto been necessary to attach the invoice, contain- 
ing details of the conditions of sale, and a Customs 
voucher. A recent instruction of the Bank of Greece 
requires in addition a certificate from the competent 
Chamber of Commerce in Greece. 

This certificate is to attest that (a) the applicant 
trades in the goods ordered, (b) he does not possess 
stocks out of proportion to his ordinary trading, (c) 
the quantities are in accordance with his normal trans- 
actions, (d) the goods are ordered at their normal 
season, and that (e) large stocks do not exist in the 
country. This is stated to be required to prevent 
abnormal imports, and is not to apply in the case of raw 
materials and machinery, exchange applications for 
which are controlled by the Ministry of National 
Kconomy. 

Some delay is experienced in obtaining a decision on 
applications for exchange, and the Bank of Greece have 
circularised merchants enjoining upon them to obtain 
the Bank’s authority before placing new orders. Other- 
wise the application may be rejected even if the goods 
have been imported. It appears that if permission of the 
Exchange Control Committee is obtained the requisite 
foreign exchange is available. 

There is no compulsion on foreign firms to accept 
drachme in discharge of debts incurred in foreign 
currency as a result of rejection of the application for 
exchange. Should any foreign firm decide to accept 
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drachme in temporary settlement of a bill, such 
drachme are credited in a blocked account and cannot 
be used unless previous authority is granted by the 
Exchange Control Committee. 

Many applications for foreign exchange are stated ty 
be refused. 


CONTROL OF FOREIGN EXCHANGE IN 
ESTONIA 


A translation of a Law passed on January 20 re. 
garding trading in local currency has been received. 

The object of the Law is to prohibit the export of 
Estonian krones and also, further to assure this, to 
prohibit the deposit in local banks of Estonian currency 
in the name of persons or firms domiciled out of Estonia,

THE NORTHUMBERLAND YARD SEAM 


The Survey Papers of the Fuel Research Division of the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research form a 
series of special papers and reports on matters connected 
with the physical and chemical survey of the coal seams of 
Great Britain. The object of the survey is the collection of 
the data necessary for the utilisation of the national coal 
resources to the best advantage. 


A Report recently issued on the Yard seam of the 
Northumberland area of the Northumberland and Durham 
coalfield, is the twenty-first of the series. It gives the 
results of a comprehensive and detailed examination, from 
floor to roof, of fourteen complete sections of the seam 
taken at different points well distributed over the area. The 
positions from which the sections were taken can be 
identified on the geological map which forms the frontis- 
piece of the Report. From these sections laboratory samples 
representing the whole seam as worked, and various sub- 
divisions of the seam, were prepared. Proximate and 
ultimate analyses, and determinations of calorific values and 
percentages of chlorine were carried out on these samples; 
their behaviour on carbonisation in the Gray-King assay 
apparatus was studied and determinations were made of 
the fusion point of the ash. 


The seam finds its chief outlet as a domestic fuel and is 
considered the best house coal in Northumberland. To a 
lesser extent it finds a market for industrial purposes and 
is occasionally blended with coals of higher sulphur content 
for sale as bunker coal.

Bihar and Orissa, January 25.—There has been on rain. 
Standing crops, including sugarcane, are in good condition, 
but rabi crops in Hazaribagh are suffering from want of 
rain. 

Punjab, January 25.—The weather has been dry and rain 
is needed. The condition of standing crops is average to 
good. 


United Provinces, January 23.—No rain has fallen. Crops 
have been slightly damaged by rats in Muttra, Agra, Rae 
and Bareilly and by canal water in Shajahanpur. Stand- 
ing crops are mostly doing well, but are withering in un- 
irrigated areas from want of winter rains. The prospects 
in general are favourable. 


Central Provinces, January 25.—The weather has been 
clear and cool. Rats are damaging cotton and wheat in 
Buldana and cotton, juar and wheat in the district of 
Akola. Rabi crops need winter rain in the districts of 
Saugor, Jubbulpore and Bilaspur, but the general condition 
of standing and rabi crops is good. 

Bengal, January 27.—The weather has been dry. Pro- 
gress is being made with preparatory tillage for jute and 
paddy, and the transplantation of summer rice has com- 
menced. Standing crops are doing well, but some rain is 
needed for their growth in certain districts in West and 
North Bengal. 

Assam, February 1.—Seasonable weather has prevailed 
and crop prospects are fair.

The British Commercial Secretary at Prague reports that 
during December last imports and exports were provisionsty

November, 1930. Thus the adverse balance in the first 
eleven months of last year amounted to 13,800,000 lats, as 
compared with 48,500,000 lats in the same period of 1930. 
The value of imports as compared with the previous year 
declined by 39 per cent. and that of exports by 32 per cent. 


IMPORTS AND EXPoRTs 


Imports during November last were represented chiefly by 
the following classes of goods :—Foodstuffs, 1,100,000 lats 
(3,400,000 lats in 1930); raw materials and semi-manufac- 
tured goods, 3,600,000 lats (7,400,000 lats); and manufac- 
tured goods, 4,400,000 lats (13,700,000 lats). Of these as 
the most prominent figured steam coal, representing a value 
of 1 million lats (a good deal of which was British coal) ; 
textiles, 900,000 lats (4,400,000 lats); agricultural and in- 
dustrial machinery, 500,000 lats; electrical machinery and 
apparatus, 400,000 lats; cotton, wheat, tobacco in leaf, and 
kerosene, each 300,000 lats; leather goods, hides, metals, 
benzine, wool, herrings and dyes, each 200,000 lats. 


Exports consisted principally of the following com- 
modities :—Foodstuffs, valued at 3,400,000 lats (3,800,000 
lats in 1930); raw materials and semi-manufactured goods, 
3,500,000 lats (6,100,000 lats); manufactured goods, 
6,600,000 lats (8,400,000 lats). The leading export article 
was butter, valued at 3,100,000 lats (2,900,000 lats). Other 
goods in order of value were :—Railway coaches, 1,900,000 
lats; wood goods, 1,800,000 lats; textiles, 1,200,000 lats; 
flax, 900,000 lats; plywood, 800,000 lats; leather goods, 
800,000 lats; rubber shoes, 500,000 lats; machinery, 300,000 
lats; clover seed, 300,000 lats; and linseed, 200,000 lats. 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE 


Of the countries from which Latvia imported, Germany 
came first with 3,600,000 lats, followed by Poland with 
1,300,000 lats, the Soviet Union, 1,100,000 lats; Great 
Britain, 600,000 lats; Czechoslovakia, France and Belgium 
with 250,000 lats each; the United States, Lithuania and 
Denmark, 200,000 lats each. 


The chief recipients of exports, according to value, 
were:—The Soviet Union, 4 million lats; Germany, 
3,600,000 Jats; Great Britain, 3,200,000 lats; Belgium, 
700,000 lats; Lithuania, 500,000 lats; Estonia, 300,000 lats; 
France and Denmark, 200,000 lats each. Poland, which 
figured as second-best seller of her goods to Latvia, bought 
only 100,000 lats’ worth of goods in exchange. The most 
active trade balance in November last was with the Soviet 
Union and Great Britain, whereas the value of imports 
from, and exports to, Germany were balanced. Other 
increases of exports over imports were registered in the case 
of Belgium, Estonia and Lithuania. 


BUTTER EXPORTS IN 1981 


The total exports of butter in 1931 reached 368,500 casks, 
as against 355,800 casks in 1930, or an increase of 12,700 
casks, states the Latvian Consulate-General in London. As 
the result, however, of the extremely low prices ruling in 
the world markets, the value did not reach the 1930 figures, 
having been only about 48,100,000 lats, as against 57,200,000 
lats. Of the total quantity exported, Germany took nearly 
three-fourths, representing 270,000 casks. Other importing 
countries were:—Great Britain, 36,000 casks; Belgium, 
28,000. casks; France, 25,000 casks; Czechoslovakia, 6,000 
casks; Denmark, 2,000 casks; Switzerland, 1,000 casks. 
Smaller quantities were exported to Italy and Morocco. 
Latvian butter exporters, as did those of other countries, 
suffered through the imposition of the import quotas by 
France. Thus, Latvia exported in October last to France 
nearly 5,000 casks of butter, whereas in November and 
December, when the restrictions became operative, the 
exports entirely ceased. On the other hand, Germany took 
during November and December 94 per cent. of the total 
quantity of Latvian butter exported. Prices were, and still 
are, lower than for many years.

SALVADOR 
IMPORT TRADE 


Prosperity and trade in a one-crop agricultural country 
such as Salvador are subject to brusque variations. If de- 
pression does not continue too long, as is the case in normal 
times, the capital accumulated in the banks is able to carry 
the planters through a lean year or two,* writes H.M. 
Yonsul at San Salvador. 

Unfortunately, when big crops and good prices return, 
few planters lay aside savings to tide them over the next 
poor period. They fall more heavily in debt to the banks, 
their borrowing power diminishes and now, when times are 
abnormally bad, many of them are in very serious straits. 
The banks have lent all they safely can, and perhaps more, 
and now their note issue in circulation is little more than 
half what it was four years ago, so slack is the demand 
for goods and so few the borrowers whose credit is good. 


Outside the well-to-do planter class, whose difficulties are 
obvious, there is the middle class whose scale of life is much 
below the European level. These are lawyers and doctors 
who cannot recover their accounts, civil servants in a very 
impecunious condition, small commission agents, ete. 
Beyond these, there is merely the Indian population, whose 
scanty earnings on the plantations have been still farther 
reduced. 


No prospect is to be seen of any alleviation of these con- 
ditions; and when any improvement is impending, the

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symptoms will be first discernible in Europe, where 
Salvador’s coffee markets are, and not here. 


British manufacturers are advised to take this state of 
things into account and not to force goods on importers of 
slight responsibility, thus merely running up more bad 
debts. It would be better to deal, for a while at least, only 
with customers known and well tried in the past. 


Conpuct or [Mport TRADE 


The import trade is carried on by eight or nine large 
firms of general merchants established in the capital and 
having branches in the provincial towns or selling organisa- 
tions in the interior. There are also some merchant firms 
dealing only in one line of goods, mainly hardware or 
textiles, and a number of drug stores. In addition there is 
a limited number of commission agents. Practically all 
these merchants and most of the commission agents are 
foreigners or are of foreign extraction. The small retail 
shops of textile and general imported goods are mostly in 
the hands of Palestinians, Syrians and Chinese. On the 
other hand, the professional classes are almost without 
exception Salvadoreans. 


IMPORTS FROM THE UNITED KINGDOM 


In the last two complete years, 1929 and 1930, imports 
from Great Britain and Ireland were valued at 5,175,303 
colons and 3,132,773 cols. In recent years such imports had 
been increasing by about 200,000 cols. per annum, so that a 
sudden drop of two millions is disappointing but not sur- 
prising. Total imports fell from 35,712,420 cols. in 1929 to 
23,905,302 cols. in 1930, a drop of one-third, or very nearly 
the same proportion as the loss suffered by British imports. 


The United States still holds the premier position, having 
the permanent advantages of proximity, lower freights, 
quick deliveries, speedier postal communications and lower 
postal charges. The railway connection with Puerto Barrios 
in Guatemala, which was opened in the beginning of 1930, 
is another advantage. 


British imports as usual have the first place after the 
United States. Among the most important articles im- 
ported from the United Kingdom in 1930 were :—

REPRESENTATION 


This opportunity may be taken to repeat what was said 
in the last Report, published in 1929, as to the desirability 
of having a responsible agent here, familiar with local con- 
ditions and in constant touch with customers. If this 
system cannot be adopted it is usually necessary to appoint 
a local merchant firm as sole distributor. There are several 
important firms able to act in that capacity and having 
travellers who tour the provincial towns, but some of these 
firms also sell retail and if one of them handles a given 
article it is difficult to induce the other large shops in the 
capital to sell it. Trade is lost thereby, and as the merchant 
has many other goods in his shop to sell, the particular line 
does not receive special attention and may be allowed to fall 
mto the background. Also matters crop up from time to 
time affecting the reputation and sale of an article, and if 
there are unfounded rumours, perhaps put about by a com- 
petitor, a vigilant agent on the spot can deal with them at 
once, 


Price lists should give the gross weights in kilogrammes 
if possible, for Customs duties are charged on gross weight. 
For the same reason containers should be as light as is 
consistent with security. It would be an advantage if price 
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lists could also be quoted in United States dollars, so that 
customers would find it easier to make comparisons. Lists 
should bear a five-letter code word for each item. Agents 
should be liberally provided with catalogues, circulars and 
showcards printed in Spanish, and labels and wrappers 
should be in Spanish or have Spanish translation alongside. 
If at all possible a good advertising allowance should be 
made to the agent, calculated not on actual turnover but on 
what it is hoped to obtain as business develops. 

Correspondence, unless with a British firm, should be 
conducted in Spanish, and it is worth while to make sure 
that good Spanish is used and not the badly spelled un. 
grammatical language sometimes seen on trade literature 
intended for circulation abroad. 


SIAM 


THE 1931 RICE CROP—FIRST FORECAST 
(From the British Consul-General) 


BANGKOK. 

According to telegraphic reports from the provinces to the 
‘‘ Bangkok Times,’’ the area planted in the Seven Inner 
Circles at the end of November amounted to about 
11,200,000 rai (1 rai = 1,600 square metres), a figure which 
is less by 350,000 rai than the final total of 1930, but which 
is not likely to show any great increase in later reports for 
1931. 


The area damaged was reported to be 1,248,000 rai, but as 
the prevailing conditions indicate that the ultimate damage 
will be considerably higher, it is estimated that it will finally 
amount to as much as 2,200,000 rai, thus leaving an area to 
be harvested of 9 million rai. 


Calculated on an average yield of 4 piculs per rai, the total 
yield would thus be 36 million piculs (1 picul = 60 kilo- 
grammes), or 2,140,000 tons of paddy. 


Deducting an amount of 1,200,000 tons, for consumption 
and seed purposes, and adding 300,000 tons carried from the 
1930 crop, the surplus available for export during the 
present season from the Seven Inner Circles is estimated at 
approximately 1,240,000 tons of paddy, or 930,000 tons of 
rice. 


As regards the Northern and North-Eastern Circles, the 
reports indicate that there will be but little surplus avail- 
able for export during the coming season, but it is expected 
that the crop will be sufficient to enable them to provide for 


‘their own needs. 


As far as Southern Circles are concerned, it is estimated 
that there will be a small deficit, which is expected to be 
met as usual by imports from Burma.

CANADA 


AGE CERTIFICATES FOR IMPORTED WHISKY 


By Order-in-Council of November 19, 1926, as amended 
by Orders-in-Council of January 5, 1927, and February 12, 
1927, no intoxicating liquor, commonly known as whisky, 
may be imported or admitted to entry into Canada, unless 
such whisky has been manufactured for at least two years, 
and has been duly certificated respecting the date of manu- 
facture by authorised officers of the Government of the 
country in which produced, under regulations established 
by the Minister of National Revenue. 


An Order-in-Council dated January 8, 1932, makes the 
following regulation, viz. :— 

On and after April 1, 1932, no intoxicating liquor, com- 
monly known as whisky, bearing on the bottles or other 
containers thereof statements as to age of the whisky, may 
be imported or admitted to entry into Canada, unless such 
statements as to date of manufacture has been certificated 
by authorised officers of the country in which produced. 


GAMBIA 


IMPORTATION OF LEFT-HAND DRIVE MOTOR 
VEHICLES 


By Order No. 14 of 1931, made by the Governor-in- 
Council on November 23, 1931, the prohibition of the 
importation into Gambia of left-hand drive motor vehicles, 
made under Order-in-Council No. 1 of 1921, is withdrawn. 


NEW ZEALAND 


CUSTOMS ACTS AMENDMENT ACT, 1931 


The Board of Trade have received copy of the Customs 
Acts Amendment Act, 1931, dated November 9, 1931, Part I 
of which relates to changes of Customs duties. The Customs 
tariff amendments provided for, including the modification 
of the surtax on sugar (Tariff items 69 and 70) and the 
imposition of the primage duty on goods otherwise free of 
Customs duty, are as set out in the notices in the ‘“‘ B.T.J.”’ 
of August 6, 1931 (pages 169-170), as amended by the subse- 
quent notices of September 3, 1931 (page 303), September 24 
(page 391), October 15, 1931 (page 491), and November 12 
(page 613), except that the alterations of the Customs duties 
on wheat and flour (which take effect as from March 1, 1932) 
given in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ notice of August 6, 1931, require to 
be amended as follows, viz. :— 


Item No. 4 (2): Wheat— 
When the current domestic value at the port of export to 
New Zealand is 5s. (formerly 5s. 6d.) per bushel of 60 Ib., 
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the duty shall be 8d. (formerly 1s, 3d.) per bushel of 60 |b, 
provided that— 
(a) When the current domestic value at the port of export 
to New Zealand exceeds 5s. (formerly 5s. 6d.) per 

bushel of 60 lb., the rate of duty shall be de.

(b) When the current domestic value at the port of export 
to New Zealand is less than 5s. (formerly 5s. 6d.) 
per bushel of 60 lb., the rate of duty shall be in. 
creased by $d. per bushel of 60 lb, for every 34d, 
or fraction of - by which the said current domestic 
value is less than 5s. 


Item No. 5 (9) : Wheat flour, including wheat meal and similar 
preparations of wheat— 

(a) When the current domestic value at the port of export 
to New Zealand is £13 (formerly £13 10s.) per ton 
of 2,000 lb., the duty shall be £1 12s. (formerly 
£3 10s.) per ton of 2,000 Ib. 


(b) When the current domestic value at the port of export 
to New Zealand exceeds £13 (formerly £13 10s.) per 
ton of 2,000 lb., the rate of duty shall be decreased 
by 1s. per 2,000 lb. for every 1s. or fraction of 1s. by 
which the said current domestic value exceeds £13 
(formerly £13 10s.). 


(c) When the current domestic value at the port of export 
to New Zealand is less than £13 (formerly £13 a 
per ton of 2,000 lb., the rate of duty shall be increase 
by 1s. per 2,000 lb. for every 1s. or fraction of 1s. by 
which the said current domestic value is less than 
£13 (formerly £13 10s.). 


(d) Where wheat flour, including wheat meal and similar 
preparations of wheat, is imported in packages weigh- 
ing less than 150 lb., the current domestic value 
thereof shall be determined as if such goods had been 
imported in packages weighing 150 lb. or such other 
standard weight as the Minister may approve. 

(e) Notwithstanding anything in the preceding paragraphs 
of this Tariff item, the current domestic value of 
wheat flour, including wheat meal and similar pre- 
parations of wheat, shall not in any case be deemed 
to exceed the free-on-board export cash price thereof 
by more than £1 5s. per ton of 2,000 lb, 


Among the remaining provisions of Part I of the Act are 
the following :— 

(a) Sub-section 4 of Section 11 of the Customs Amend- 
ment Act, 1921, which defined the expression ‘‘ actual selling 
price’’ of goods in connection with the imposition of 
‘‘dumping ’”’ duties under Section 11 has been repealed 
and the following sub-section substituted :— 


(4) For the purposes of this Section the actual selling price 
of any goods shall be deemed not to exceed the amount pay- 
able in accordance with usual commercial practice by the im- 
porter or purchaser in respect of those goods, exclusive of 
any charges that are not taken into account in determining 
the current domestic value of goods in accordance with the 
principal Act. In every such case the amount payable as 
aforesaid in respect of any goods shall be ascertained as if 
the parties had agreed that payment for those goods should 
be made in New Zealand. If in relation to this Section 
any question arises as to whether or not any payment is in 
accordance with usual commercial practice, it shall be deter- 
mined by the Minister. 


(b) Section 12 of the Customs Amendment Act, 1927, has 
been amended by the addition of the words shown below in 
italics :— 

12. Where the amount of duty payable on any goods 
depends in whole or in part on the free-on-board export cash 
price of those goods, and such goods are imported other 
wise than on the sale thereof, or otherwise than on the sale 
thereof at the free-on-board export cash price, the Minister 
may determine such price in such manner and at such sum as 
he thinks just, and his determination shall be final. The 
Minister may also in like manner determine the free-on- 
board export cash price of any goods if he is satisfied that 
such goods are being imported into New Zealand in quantt 
ties or of qualities that in the ordinary course of business are 
not sold in the country of export for export elsewhere than 
to New Zealand. 


(c) Section 9 of Part 1 of the Act contains special pro- 
visions which enable the Minister to decrease or increase the 
amount of duty payable on wheat and wheat flour imported 
from countries whose currency in relation to New Zealand 
is appreciated or depreciated respectively. 

Parts 2 and 3 of the Act relate to the Excise duties on 
beer brewed in, and tobacco manufactured in, New Zealand. 
The duties fixed for these goods differ in some respects from 
those previously published, and are as follows, viz. :—

Tobacco, fine cut, suitable for the manufacture of cigarettes— 

9s. 9d. per lb.

Beer— 


(a) Where the specific gravity of the worts used in the 
production of the beer does not exceed 1,047—I1s.

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 


EXPORT SUBSIDIES 


Government Notices Nos. 1968-9 published in the Union 
“Gazette ’’ for December 22 prescribe detailed regulations 
regarding the payment of the subsidy on primary products 
exported from the Union, as provided for in the Export 
Subsidies Act, 1931. 


The subsidy is to be paid in respect of the following 
goods :—-Aloes; Angora rabbit wool; animals, living; buchu; 
beans, peas and lentils; butter, cereals (except wheat), 
whole grains, ground or split; cheese; cotton lint and 
linters; eggs; fish (fresh, dried or preserved); flowers and 
plants; fruits, fresh (citrus, deciduous and other), dried 
(including raisins); fruit juices and syrups; guano; hides 
and skins; horns, hoofs, offal, hair, bones, bonemeal, and 
blood meal; jams and jellies; lucerne hay, meal and seed; 
maize and maize products (meai, grits, hominy chop and 
samp); meat, fresh, frozen, salted and cured, including 
bacon and ham; milk, condensed; minerals, raw and un- 
manufactured, other than diamonds and bunker coal; nuts 
and groundnuts; oils, animal and vegetable and oilcake; 
ores and unmanufactured metals, other than gold; salt; 
sausage casings; seeds; timber; tobacco, leaf and manufac- 
tures (except cigarettes); vegetables, fresh (including 
potatoes and onions); wattlebark and extract; whole meal 
and fish meal; wines, brandy and wine spirit; and wool 
and mohair. 


The rate of the subsidy is 10 per cent.* of the export 
value, except that the rates payable in respect of the follow- 
ing products are:—fresh fruit: citrus—15 per cent.—based 
on a value of £8 10s.: per ton; grapes—15 per cent. on a 
value of £16 per ton; deciduous—15 per cent. on a value of 
£12 per ton; eggs, 3s. 6d. per case of 30 dozen; maize, 6d. 
per bag of 200 lbs. net weight; coal, 1s. per ton of 2,000 Ibs. 

The subsidy is to be paid for a period of twelve months 
from the following dates :— 

Citrus fruits from May 1, 1931; 

Wool and mohair from July 1, 1931; 
Cheese from August 5, 1931; 

Butter from August 12, 1931; 

Other products from December 1, 1931.

by an Order of October 19 last.

DUTY FREE ADMISSION OF GOODS FOR 


RAILWAYS

The Board of Trade have received copy of a Decree, dated 
December 19, which provides that petroleum for burning, 
known as fuel oil, shall be exempt from the surtax of 10 
per cent. ad valorem imposed in October last on most goods 
imported into Argentina.

EXPORT DUTY ON PLATINUM REDUCED 


H.M. Representative at Bogota reports that a Decree 
has been issued reducing from 10 to 5 per cent. ad valorem 
the duty levied on the export of platinum from Colombia. 


COSTA RICA 
CUSTOMS DUTY INCREASES 


A Law (No. 49) published on December 24 increases the 
duty on macaroni, vermicelli and similar edible pastes 
imported into Costa Rica from 30 to 40 cts. per kilog. (A 
temporary surtax of 10 per cent. of the duty is leviable in 
addition.) 

A further Law (No. 46) increases the duties on imported 
wheat flour and wheat for making flour by 10 cts. per kilog. 
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CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS (EXCHANGE 
CERTIFICATES) 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Prague 
reports that, according to an official communiqué published 
in the Czechoslovak press, the Czechoslovak Government has 
announced its intention of prohibiting the importation, 
except under licence, of a comprehensive list of commodities, 
in view of the adverse effects of the present international 
trade situation on Czechoslovakia’s export position. 

The National Bank has been instructed only to release 
exchange, for payment for goods classifiable as non-essential, 
on the authority of a specially appointed standing Com- 
mittee, which will be empowered to make recommendations 
as to the particular classes of goods in respect of which 
importers will be required to produce, at the time of importa- 
tion, a certificate issued by the Committee, authorising the 
allotment of foreign exchange. The list of goods affected 
will be amended by the Committee where necessary. 

The restrictions do not affect frontier traffic; travellers’ 
personal requirements; supplies for public undertakings; or 
goods entitled to duty-free admission in accordance with 
Article 87 of the Customs Tariff Law. 

Importers must obtain from the National Bank the 
requisite authorisation for means of payment before trans- 
mitting to their consignors orders for the despatch of goods 
for which a permit is necessary. This authorisation must be 
sent to their consignors for attachment to the way-bills 
(bills-of-lading, postal vouchers), or consignors must be 
advised that such authorisation has been granted. In the 
latter case the way-bills must be endorsed as follows :—

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of January 28 announces 
that, owing to imports in excess of the quotas fixed, the 
import of cut flowers into France, except by air, is tem- 
porarily suspended until further notice. 


TARIFF TREATMENT OF REPARATIONS IN 
KIND 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of December 24 (page 820), it should be noted 
that the Bill to withdraw the provision under which 
deliveries in kind imported for the reconstruction of the 
devastated regions are admitted into France on payment of 
60 per cent. of the normal Customs duties has been duly 
enacted, under date of January 21, and the Law was 
published in the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of January 23. 


FURTHER IMPORT RESTRICTIONS: 
ELECTRICAL MATERIAL

a Decree and Order, dated January 19, which provide that 
the system of restricting imports into France to fixed quotas 
isto apply to certain kinds of electrical material.

As regards goods of the above kinds from Germany, these 
will only be admitted under the quotas if they are accom- 
panied by certificates issued by the ‘‘ Zentral Verband der 
deutschen Elektrotechnische Industrie ’’ and attested by the 
French Commercial Attaché at Berlin. Individual import 
licences will not be issued in respect of goods from countries 


other than Germany. 


The quotas are not applicable to German goods imported 
as reparations in kind, which will continue to be admitted 
as hitherto, and the French Customs Administration have 
the power to admit in excess of the quotas, on production of

FORTHCOMING TARIFF CHANGES (TREATY 
WITH SWITZERLAND) 


The Commercial Treaty between Germany and Switzer- 
land of July 14, 1926, was denounced by Switzerland on 
December 18, 1931, and in accordance with the Agreement 
between the two countries of December 3, 1931, the Treaty 
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will expire on February 4, 1932. Consequently the reduced 
rates of duty fixed by the Treaty will be replaced as from 
February 4 by the “‘ General ”’ rates of the German Customs 
Tariff. Particulars of the Tariff changes involved will be 
given in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ in due course.

IRAQ 
EXEMPTION OF GOLD FROM IMPORT DUTY 


The Iraq ‘‘ Government Gazette ’’ for November 29 con- 
tains a Law, No. 92 of 1931, in force as from the date of 
publication, exempting from Customs duty gold bullion and 
gold coins when imported into Iraq, except when in the 
form of decoration or ornament. 


INTRODUCTION OF NEW CURRENCY 
POSTPONED 


With reference to the notice in the “ B.T.J.’’ of 
August 27, 1931 (pages 277-8), respecting, inter alia, the 
Iraq Currency Law No. 44 of 1931, which provides for the 
introduction into Iraq of a new currency (the standard of 
which is to be the Dinar), the Board of Trade have been 
informed through the Colonial Office that the operation of 
the Currency Law, which was originally fixed to take effect 
m July 1, 1931, and was subsequently postponed to 
January 1, 1932, has been further postponed to another date 
to be fixed from time to time by a Royal Iradah, provided 
that the date shall not be later than December 31, 1932, and 
that the Royal Iradah shall be published in the Official 
Gazette at least one month before the issue of the currency. 
Certain amendments have also been made in the Currency 
Law referred to consequent upon the departure of sterling 
from the gold standard, the amendments including the 
deletion of the provision whereby the Dinar equivalent to 
= pound sterling is equivalent to 7-322382 grammes of fine 
gold. 

_The postponement of the operation of the Currency Law 
involves the postponement of the Customs and Excise Duties 
Conversion Law No. 76 of 1931 (see the notice in the

ITALY 


CUSTOMS DRAWBACKS (COTTONS) 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) of January 14 contains 
a Royal Decree, dated December 21, which fixes the refund 
(drawback) of Customs duty on the raw cotton used in the 
manufacture of the articles specified below, on exportation 
from Italy, as follows, viz. :— 


Cotton wadding, carded cotton and absorbent cotton 
(idrofilo)—85-90 lire per 100 kilogs. 

Yarns—97-50 lire per 100 kilogs. 

Tissues—110 lire per 100 kilogs. 


In the case of pneumatic tyre covers for motor cars, motor 
cycles and bicycles, in which cotton tissues are incorporated, 
the drawback will be granted on the actual cotton content, 
calculated on the rate fixed for tissues. 

The rates indicated above include the specific and the ad 
valorem duties. 


“ TEMPORARY IMPORTATION ” FACILITIES 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) for January 14 con- 
tains a Royal Decree Law, dated December 21, which pro- 
vides for ‘‘ temporary importation ”’ facilities to be accorded 
to rough diamonds to be worked and mounted or ground. 

The ‘‘ temporary importation ”’ facilities already granted 
to the following goods for certain purposes are extended as 
follows :— 


Iron and steel wire, tinned—for making telephone 
cables. 

Metallic materials—for making flexible tubes, 

Raw jute—for making yarns. 


PANAMA 
IMPORT DUTIES INCREASED 


H.M. Representative at Panama has forwarded transla- 
tion of a Decree (No. 217), promulgated on December 26, 
which imposes increased duties on a large range of articles 
on importation into Panama with effect, generally, from 
April 1 next. The goods affected include furniture of wood 
and metal; shop fittings; building material (doors, window 
frames, mouldings); trunks and travelling bags; ready-made 
clothing, including underwear; bedding, sheets, etc.; foot- 
wear; hats; spirits and some other beverages and goods 
manufactured with an alcoholic base; many foodstuffs (in 
the case of rice, potatoes and beans the new duties are to 
come into force on July 1), and stationery. 

Information as to the new rates of duty may be obtained 
by persons interested from the Department of Overseas 
Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. 


POLAND 
INCREASE OF ‘“ MANIPULATION "” FEES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
has forwarded translation of an Order dated December 31, 
1931, and effective as from January 15, 1932, which increases 
until further notice the rates of manipulation fees payable 
on goods imported into or exported from Poland. In 
general, the rates hitherto in force have been doubled. The 
more important of the revised rates are given below, but full 
details of any particular aspect of the Polish regulations 
governing the levy of manipulation fees may be obtained on 
application to the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old 
Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. 


REVISED Rates oF MANIPULATION FEES 


In the case of goods liable to export duty, the manipula- 
tion fee payable on exportation amounts to 10 per cent. of 
the duty. The manipulation fee on imported goods liable 
to Customs duty amounts to 20 per cent. of such duty, what- 
ever be the mode of transport used. In the case of goods 
free of Customs import duty, the fee is levied at specific 
rates, generally at the rate of 30 gr. per 100 kilogs. gross 
weight, being increaed to 60 gr. per 100 kilogs. gross weight 
in the case of certain grain, pulse, vegetables, raw hides, 
timber, vegetable fibres and wool, animal hair and down, 
and amounting to 2 gr. per 100 kilogs. gross weight in the 
case of unground Thomas slag, phosphorites, iron ore, and 
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scrap iron and steel. There is an over-riding minimum fee 
per consignment of 1 zloty. 

No amendments have been made in regard to goods 
exempted from the manipulation fees, in the accidence fees, 
or in the fees for the issue of import and export licences 
(see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of September 3, 1931, page 306). 


SALVADOR 


INCREASED DUTIES 


H.M. Representative at San Salvador has forwarded par- 
ticulars of Decrees involving increased taxation on various 
goods imported into Salvador. Particulars of these Decrees 
are given below :— 

Payment of Duties.—The Customs duties, which are fixed 
in U.S.A. dollars, have hitherto been paid at the rate of 
2 colones for each dollar. In future, payments made in 
colones will be subject to a premium to be fixed periodically ; 
at the moment 2 colones 10 centavos have to be paid for 
each U.S.A. dollar. 

Customs Duty Increases.—These include :— 

Cement—an increase of 10 U.S.A. cents per 100 kilogs. 

Matches—an increase of 15 U.S.A. dollars per 100 kilogs. 

Refined petroleum (kerosene or petrol)—an increase of 
1 U.S.A. dollar per 100 kilogs. 

Cotton yarn for weaving—an increase of 10 U.S.A. 
dollars per 100 kilogs. 

Wireless apparatus and gramophones—duty increased to 
51-40 U.S.A. dollars per 100 kilogs. 


Stamp Taxes.—Stamp taxes have been imposed on various 
articles. Particulars of certain of these are given below :— 
On each bottle of all kinds of perfume—50 centavos. 

On spirituous drinks in containers of less than 1 litre— 
per bottle, 1 colon. 

In containers of greater capacity—per bottle, 1-50 colon. 

On gramophone records of paper and celluloid—each, 
10 centavos. 

Other gramophone records—each, 50 centavos. 


Postal Parcels.—The existing surcharges on goods im- 
ported by post are abrogated and in future such goods will 
pay a surtax of 6 per cent. of the declared value and an 
additional tax of 15 per cent. of the consolidated Customs 
duties. 


SPAIN 


IMPORT OF FILMS 


Hitherto, printed cinematograph films imported into 
Spain temporarily for exhibition purposes have been 
admitted duty free under the ‘‘ Temporary Admission ”’ 
regime. A Decree published in the ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ 
for January 23, however, provides that, as from that date, 
printed cinematograph films must come under the general 
rules regarding the importation of goods and pay the appro- 
priate duty. 

The duty at present applicable, under Tariff No. 692, to 
printed films imported from countries enjoying most- 
favoured-nation treatment in Spain is 15 gold pesetas per 
kilog. net weight. 

The Customs Department may, however, permit the tem- 
porary duty-free importation of educational or experimental 
films, in certain circumstances. 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period February 1-10 in respect of import and export duties, 
Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or notes of 
the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 131-88 per cent. 

[This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remain- 
ing 25 per cent., as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 2, 
1930, being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques 
drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign 
banks established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, 
however, the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold 
currency cheques. ] 


SWEDEN 


INCREASED IMPORT DUTIES 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Legation at Stock- 
holm reports, by telegraph, that the Swedish Customs duties 
on certain goods have been increased with effect from 
February 1. Among the goods affected are passenger motor 
cars, motor cycles, wireless apparatus, phonographs, un- 
roasted coffee, cocoa beans, silk yarns, bananas, apples, 
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pears, sauce, biscuits, preserved fish, fruit preserves, photo. 
graphic paper, films and dry plates, developed cinemato. 
graph films and patent leather. Particulars of the increased 
duties will be published as soon as details are available. 


SWITZERLAND 
EXPORT DUTY ON USED EMBROIDERY 
MACHINES

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR 


WITH THE EMPIRE AT OLYMPIA: NEW 
IMPERIAL PRODUCTS 


‘The Empire Marketing Board’s exhibits will again com- 
prise the largest individual section in the British Industries 
Fair at Olympia. 

The Board will be making its sixth appearance at the Fair, 
and this year has the co-operation and support of England 
and Wales, Scotland, Northern Ireland, Canada, Australia, 
New Zealand, South Africa, Newfoundland, the Irish Free 
State, India, British East Africa, Southern Rhodesia, 
Malaya, British West Indies, Cyprus, Mauritius and the 
Bechuanaland Protectorate. The last-named will be 
appearing for the first time at the Fair. 

In brief summary the chief contents of the Empire 
Marketing Board section will be as follows :— 


From THE Home CouNTRY 


England and Wales will show a large variety of home- 
produced foodstuffs, such as beef, bacon, ham, eggs, poultry, 
canned and bottled fruits, cider, honey and dairy and glass- 
house produce. The exhibit will give an idea of the advances 
made recently in methods of marketing and in the number 
of goods that now come under the National Mark scheme. 

Scotland, too, will show the advantages of its National 
Mark scheme in its marketing of goods. Its exhibit will 
include eggs, cheese, bacon, honey, cream, tinned fish and 
wool. 

Northern Ireland will emphasise the way in which it has 
improved the grading and packing of its goods, particularly 
eggs. Fresh cream from Northern Ireland will be delivered 
each morning at the Fair. Bacon and hams, fresh and 
tinned cream, tinned poultry will be on view. A new de- 
velopment is the bottling of chicken breasts, a delicacy of 
special value to invalids. 


FRoM THE DOMINIONS 


Canada will show some of its wonderful supplies of pre- 
served foods—canned fruits, vegetables, fish, milk, soups 
and the like—as well as maple syrup, honey, apples and 
samples of wheat. 

Australia is bringing forth her fruits in profusion; as well 
as meat—lamb, mutton and beef—and dairy produce, 
timbers, pearl-shell and tortoise-shell. 

New Zealand now sends us more mutton and lamb than 
does all the rest of the world put together, so sheep will be 
very much in evidence. The other exhibits will include 
tinned tongues, butter, cheese, honey and apples. 

South Africa.—February is the month when South African 
fruits are at their best, and there will be a gay display of 
them at Olympia. South Africa is now the biggest exporter 
of oranges in the British Empire. There will be, too, canned 
and dried fruits, jams, jellies and preserves. 

Newfoundland will again display the young sealskins, 
which proved such an attraction last year ; salmon—of which 
portions will be for sale—tinned codfish, lobster and rabbit. 

The Irish Free State is arranging a special display of 
tinned cream, a new product, and condensed milk. A 
special brand of tinned cream for use in tropical countries 
is being put on the market. 

India will have her usual enticing ‘‘ bazaar ’’ exhibit, 
Which will give a glimpse of her handicrafts and of the 
various qualities of rice she produces. 
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From THE COLONIES 


Southern Rhodesia is concentrating on tobaccos, for which 
she is becoming increasingly popular. She will also have 
maize, cotton and minerals on view. 

East Africa’s chief exhibit will be coffee, but there will 
also be sugar, maize, sisal, cedar wood, cotton, tobacco, 
copper and cloves in her display. 

Malaya has doubled her exports of pineapple during the 
past ten years. At Olympia an opportunity will be afforded 
of learning some unusual ways of serving the pineapple and 
of sampling crushed pineapple, a new product to the British 
market. 

The British West Indies will exhibit arrowroot, cane sugar 
and cotton. 

Cyprus will concentrate on carobs (locust beans), honey, 
almonds, tobacco, brandy, toilet cream and marmalade. _ 

Mauritius will again have native jams and sweets like 
lemon pickles, paw-paw jam and guava cheese on view. 

The Bechuanaland Protectorate, a new exhibitor at the 
Fair this year, will show a variety of its native arts and 
crafts, for which it is seeking a market in this country. 


Boarp’s Biecest Exurpit Sinck WEMBLEY 


With 12,000 square feet to work on, the Empire Market- 
ing Board is going all out to make a really impressive dis- 
play at Olympia, a display which shall appeal alike to the 
retailer at home and to the trade buyer from overseas. This 
year, thanks to the decision to transfer the Textile Section 
of the British Industries Fair to the White City, the Board 
has secured an additional 2,000 square feet, and its exhibit 
will be the biggest of its kind since the British Empire 
Exhibition at Wembley. 

In most cases the Dominions and Colonies, represented as 
they are by Government officials, do not directly book orders 
at the Fair, but this year their official representatives will 
be supported by trade representatives, who will be prepared 
to meet buyers and to quote figures on the spot. 

The Fair will open at Olympia on February 22. 


OIL FUEL DEMONSTRATION AT 
BIRMINGHAM 


For the first time the British Industries Fair is to include 
a group of exhibits showing the uses of oil fuel for industrial 
processes. On a composite stand at Castle Bromwich, 
organised by one of the big oil companies, will be found a 
comprehensive array of oil-fired furnaces and oil-burning 
equipment representing the latest developments in the 
‘applications of liquid fuel in industry. These furnaces will 
be shown in actual operation, and, as far as possible, under 
working conditions. 

Remarkable progress has been made recently in the 
efficient use of oil fuel. From the comparatively crude 
apparatus of ten years ago the oil furnace with its accom- 
panying controls has developed into the precision instru- 
ment of to-day. 

A modern oil furnace is now comparable to an automatic 
machine and manufacturers have devoted years of experi- 
ence and study to the technical requirements of different 
processes, such as metallurgical work, in which for the 
production particularly of the finer types of product, 
accuracy in maintaining the required temperature and 
furnace atmosphere at reasonable fuel cost is essential. 

Liquid fuel, it will be emphasised, is clean, cheap, easily 
handled and uniform in quality and heat content. Full heat 
is delivered directly the burners are lit and the temperature 
can be accurately controiled within very narrow limits. As 
the oil burner can be turned on and shut off at a moment’s 
notice, or automatically controlled, considerable economies 
in fuel are effected. 

The exhibits will cover heat treatment of all kinds; non- 
ferrous metal-melting ; forging and stamping; iron-melting ; 
rivet-heating; varnish-boiling; bitumen-spraying; cooking ; 
portable burners; and oil-burning equipment with auto- 
matic controls. 

Quite apart from the exhibits themselves the stand is an 
interesting piece of engineering work, as conduits for 
carrying fuel oil, gas, A.C. and D.C. electric power and 
water have had to be laid in the foundation of the stand so 
as to be available where required foreach piece of apparatus. 
Fuel will be supplied by gravity from a tank erected outside 
the building. Each working exhibit will have its own 
switchboard and starting gear. 

The British Industries Fair will open simultaneously in 
London and Birmingham on February 22, the closing dates 
being Olympia, London, March 3; Castle Bromwich, 
Birmingham, March 4; White City, London, March 5.

MERCANTILE MARINE 


EXAMINATIONS OF MASTERS, MATES AND 
ENGINEERS 


Notice To CANDIDATES: EXAMINATION CENTRES 


When the Departmental Committee on Examinations of 
Masters and Mates overhauled these arrangements in 1928, 
it became clear that the full benefit of their recommendations 
could be got only by reducing the number of Examination 
Centres. Experience of the new system has confirmed this, 
and the urgent call for economy in all branches of adminis- 
tration makes it impossible longer to defer making the 
necessary changes. 


The Board of Trade have, therefore, decided that after 
the end of July, 1932, the examinations of candidates for 
certificates as Master, Mate or Engineer in the Mercantile 
Marine are to be concentrated at five examination centres 
established at the ports of Newcastle, London, Cardiff, 
Liverpool and Glasgow. This decision will involve the clos- 
ing of the examination centres for Masters and Mates at 
Aberdeen, Dundee, Leith, Hull, Southampton, Plymouth 
and Belfast, and for Engineers at Leith, Sunderland, Hull, 
Southampton and Belfast. 


In fact, nearly 80 per cent. of the candidates are now 
examined at the five centres mentioned above, and the Board 
feel sure that those concerned will appreciate the necessity 
of changes which, while securing both economy and efficiency, 
affect a comparatively small proportion of the candidates.

THE MOTOR AND CYCLE TRADES (MANUFACTURING) 


Introductory 


The particulars for 1930 and 1924 given in the fol- 
lowing report relate to returns received on schedules for 
the Motor and Cycle Trades from firms engaged in the 
manufacture or assembly of motor vehicles and cycles 
and the manufacture of parts and accessories thereof. 
Returns received from garages, service stations and 
other establishments engaged only in repair work are 
excluded from this report. 


Detailed returns were not required in 1930 from firms 
employing ten or fewer persons, and the particulars 
which follow, both for 1930 and for 1924 (except where 
otherwise stated), relate to firms employing more than 
ten persons on the average. In the 1924 Census an 
aggregate of about 3,700 persons were recorded on 
returns dealing with production carried on by not more 
than ten persons on the average in the year. 





The figures for 1980 cover 854 establishments at 
which operatives were employed. Returns for 1930 are 
outstanding from establishments that employed, in 
1924, about 6,000 persons, or between 3 and 4 per 
ent. of the total number of persons recorded as 
employed in that year. The output of complete motor 
cars and chassis shown is believed to be practically 
complete, and the number shown as completed is in 
tose agreement, after adjusting for imports and 
exports, with the number of vehicles registered for the 
frst time. The number of motor cycles shown is, how- 
wer, probably deficient owing to outstanding returns.

The output of complete cars and chassis shown for 
1930, namely, 234,571 vehicles, is believed to be sub- 
stantially free from duplication, special steps having 
been taken to avoid a double record of chassis and of 
cars subsequently completed by other firms by the addi- 


tion of bodies to chassis. 


The 1924 figure of 153,502 


complete vehicles and chassis may, however, contain 
some such duplication and, allowing roughly for this, 
the number of complete vehicles produced in 1930 was 
probably about 60 per cent. greater than in 1924. The 
increase in the output of commercial vehicles was pro- 
portionately greater than in that of private cars. 


The value of the work in progress at the end of 1930 
was estimated at £9,000,000, and at the beginning of 
1930 at £9,628,000; thus a net reduction of £628,000 
is required in the value of the output shown above for 


that year. 


In 1924 the work in progress at the end of 


the year was £9,017,000, and at the beginning of the 
year £8,718,000, thus giving an addition to the output 
shown in the table for that year of £299,000.

In the Census of 1924 information as to the quantity 
of electricity used was not required compulsorily, but 
firms owning 34:8 per cent. of the total capacity of the 
generators in use in the trade and 62-6 per cent. of that 
of the electric motors (in use) driven by purchased 
electricity, stated voluntarily that 12:4 million Board 
of Trade units were generated and 85-4 million Board 
of Trade units were purchased by them in that year. 
These figures are consistent with a decrease, in 1930 
as compared with 1924, in the electric energy generated 
and an increase in that purchased, but they afford no 
measure of the changes.

It is, however, roughly estimated that the 


number of persons employed in this trade in 1924 was 
about 12,500, or about 55 to 60 per cent. of the number 


employed in 1930. 


The particulars given for the year 1930 relate to 43 
establishments at which more than ten persons on the 
average were employed during that year and they are 
believed to cover all firms of importance engaged in the 
construction of aircraft. 


Production 


Principal Products.—The following table shows the 
values and, where recorded, the quantities of aeroplanes 
and parts thereof produced in 1930 and 1924. As ex- 
plained above, a large proportion of the output shown 
for 1924 was returned by firms primarily engaged in 
the production of motor cars, etc., and in general 
engineering work.

Exports and Net Imports.—Exports of aeroplanes 
and parts thereof in 1930 included 317 complete aero- 
lanes, 552 engines, and ‘“‘ other parts ’’ valued at 
£909,000, as compared with 188 complete aeroplanes, 
580 engines, and ‘* other parts ’’ valued at £314,000, in 
1924. In 1930 retained imports amounted to 28 com- 
plete aeroplanes, 42 engines, and ‘‘ other parts ’’ valued 
at £9,000; in 1924, ‘* other parts ’’ valued at £20,000 
were imported and retained. 


Repair Work.—The total value of the repair work 
done in 1930 by firms that made their returns on 
schedules for the Aircraft Trade was £975,000. 


Work in Progress.—In addition to the output dealt 
with in the preceding paragraphs, firms that made their 
returns on schedules for the Aircraft Trade estimated 
that the value of the work in progress at the end of 
1930 was £2,039,000 and that of the work in progress at 
the beginning of 1930 was £1,994,000.

The particulars for 1930 and 1924 given in the follow- 
ing report relate to returns received on schedules for the 
Railway Carriage and Wagon Building Trade. Detailed 
returns were not required for 1930 from firms employing 
ten or fewer persons, and the particulars which follow, 
both for 1980 and for 1924 (except where otherwise 
stated) relate to firms employing more than ten 
persons on the average. In the 1924 Census, an aggre- 
gate of 102 persons was recorded on returns dealing with 
production carried on by not more than ten persons on 
the average in the year, and all these persons were 
engaged in repair work only. 

The figures for 1930 cover 114 establishments at 
which operatives were employed. Returns for 1930 are 
outstanding from establishments that employed, in 
1924, about 1,150 persons, or about 4 per cent. of the 
total number recorded for that year by all firms em- 
ploying more than ten persons. The establishments in 
question were mainly concerned in repair work in 1924 
and the effect of their omission on the figures recorded 
for vehicles, etc., manufactured is probably negligible.

The capacity of the prime movers ordinarily in use 
was greater in 1930 than in 1924, and the capacity of 
those not in use increased both absolutely and rela- 
tively. There was a small decrease in the capacity of 
the electric generators installed, and an important in- 
crease in the proportion not ordinarily in use. Never- 
theless, the capacity of the electric motors driven by

The particulars for 1930 and 1924 given in the 
following report relate to returns received on schedules 
for the Hosiery Trade. Detailed returns were not re- 
quired from firms employing ten or fewer persons in 
1930, and the particulars which follow, both for 1930 
and for 1924 (except where otherwise stated), relate to 
firms employing more than ten persons on the average. 
In the 1924 Census, an aggregate of 1,364 persons was 
recorded on returns dealing with production carried on 
by not more than ten persons on the average in the 
year. 

The figures for 19380 cover 864 establishments at 
which operatives were employed. Returns for 1930 
are outstanding from establishments that employed, in 
1924, about 5,900 persons, or about 6 per cent. of the 
total number recorded for that year by all firms 
employing more than ten persons. 

Firms engaged in making up garments or other 
goods from purchased knitted fabric are not included 
in this report, but will be dealt with in that on the 
Clothing Trades. 

Certain manufacturers of hosiery of silk and artificial 
silk furnished returns for 1924 on schedules for the 
Silk and Artificial Silk Trades and on those for the 
Hosiery Trade in 1930. The value of the output of 
these firms in 1924 was about £700,000, and the 
numbers of persons employed about 1,700.

While the capacity of prime movers ordinarily in 
use was less in 1930 than in 1924, that of electric 
generators increased by 86 per cent. The capacity of 
each class of electric motors showed expansion by about 
60 per cent. The proportion of idle plant was greater 
in 1980 than in 1924, except in the case of electric 
motors driven by the firms’ own dynamos.

In the Census of 1924 information as to the quantity 
of electricity used was not required compulsorily, but 
firms owning 39-6 per cent. of the total capacity of the 
generators in use in the trade and 32-5 per cent. of that 
of the electric motors (in use) driven by purchased elec- 
tricity, stated voluntarily that 1,600,000 Board of 
Trade units were generated and 3,800,000 Board of 
Trade units were purchased by them in that year, 
Though the information is too partial to serve as the 
basis of reliable estimates, it is consistent with an 
increase in the consumption of electricity, and thus 
with the increased use made of electric motors.

gories. The relatively small proportion of the capacity 
of the electric motor equipment that was reported 
as idle is in striking contrast to the position in respect of 
the prime movers and electric generators, and an in- 
creased reliance on purchased electric energy appears to 
have outweighed the decreased use of mechanical 
motive power and the lessened conversion of such power 
into electric energy in the works themselves.

In the Census of 1924 information as to the quantity 
of electricity used was not required compulsorily, but 
firms owning 97-8 per cent. of the total capacity of the 
generators in use in the trade and 86°8 per cent. of that 
of the electric motors (in use) driven by purchased elec- 
tricity, stated voluntarily that 49-7 million Board of 
Trade units were generated and 27-8 million Board of 
Trade units were purchased by them in that year. 

The comparison of these figures shows that there 
was a greater decrease in the quantity of electricity 
generated than is suggested by the figures of capacity 
of generators in use and of motors driven by them, while 
the quantity of electricity purchased appears to have 
increased in greater proportion than the capacity of the 
motors driven by purchased energy.
